FOUND IN MEXICO 


American Troopers Could Not Subsist 


on Na.tive Supplies. 


1£ the American 
soldiers had been 
forced to live on "the fat of the land" 
while en their punitive expedition in:o 
Mexico, they would have found it de- 
cidedly lean and would have had oc- 
casion to complain bitterly of the com- 
missary, for although the neighboring 
republic has within its borders an ex- 
traordinary variety of food products 
including most 
ol the vegetables, 


fruits and cereals grown in both the 
temperate zone and the tropics, there 
is neither variety nor abundance in its 
northern states. A buUetin on culin- 
ary practices in the southern repub- 
lic, issued by the National Geographic 
society in Washington, says: 
"Since the day of the Montezumas, 
Mexico's staff 
of life has taken the 
form ot the tortillas, 
made of Indian 
corn, which is indigenous to the coun- 
try. The preparation of the tortilla is 
the work of the Indian women, who 
first boil the grain and then, while adil- 
i,ng water, grind it to a stiff paste on a 
^Aetate, or flat mortar. This 
paste 
w,-«aally is moulded with the hands into 
V<e9ti Ci.kes and is cooked much after 
* e fashion of the 'hoe cake' of Dixie- 
land.

floating on

Black Sea, giving rise

that it was 'petrified sea-foam, has been 
dug from the alluvial deposits in the 
plains near Eskisehr for a thousand 
years. Some of the meerschaum beds, 
located about 18 miles from the city, 
have as many as 2,000 openings. Here 
4,000 Kurds and Persians, in groups of 
from three to fifteen, burrow through 
yard-wide holes to depths of from 20 
to 200 feet, working night and day un- 
der thn flickering light of oil lamps. 
The lumps of mineral clay which they 
seek is commercially valuable in no- 
dules as small as a hazel' nut, while 
occasionally pieces as large as apples 
are found. 
"When the meerschaum is first 
brought to the surface it has a gray- 
ish or yellowish tinge and is so soft 
that it can be scraped with a> knife. In 
the summer it is loft to dry. in the sun, 
but in the winter it is placed in ovens 
where it is subjected to a steady tem- 
perature day and night for nine days, 
when if becomes snow white and loses 
two-thirds of its weight. After being 
rubbed with flannel and polished with 
wax it is wrapped in cotton and sent 
to Austria or America to be respake.d 
in water until it is so soft that it can 
be cut like cheese, after which it is 
sawed into convenient pipe shape, elab- 
orately carved if desired, and fitted 
with amber stems from Germany. Be-

Francisco, California, State Parole . 
Agent, and given out for publication j 
today. He saya that if'the authorities 
permitted publication of the names of 
the many paroled men who have re- 
sumed their places among the repu- 
table citizens of California the people 
of the state would be amazed at the i 
fine showing and proud of the result.! 
Among the findings of the investiga-' 
tion made by Mr. Whyte are the fol- 
lowing: 
A total of 3.635 prisoners in Califor- 
nia paroled prior to January 1st of this 
year (1916), only'128, or 3%%, violat- 
ed their paroles by the commission of 
new crimes. Other violations, bring 
the percentage of violations up to 21%, 
consisted of breaking of some rule of 
the Prison Board, such aa, drinking in- 
toxicating liquors, leave place of em- 
ployment without permission, and the 
like. 
Aside from the personal good accom- 
plished in returning several thousand 
prospective criminals to law-abiding 
and industrially productive 
citizen- 
ship, probably the most important re- 
sult of the California parole law has 
been the reduction of confirmed crimi- 
nals in state prisons. Statistics cov- 
ering the three decades from 1880 to 
1910 show the following results: 
In 1880 the percentage of confirmed 
criminals in California state prisons 
was 22.3 and the percentage of first 
termers was 77.8. 
In 1890, the percentage of confirmed 
criminals had grown to 25.7 while the 
percentage of first tenners was re- 
duced to 74.3. 
In 1910, the percentage of confirmed 
criminate fell 18.1, while the percent- 
age of first termers reached 81.9. 
The gradual decrease of confirmed 
criminals percentage still is going on 
at California prisons. 
So far as prison management en- 
ters into this remarkable result.

—improved prison management and 
paroles.

SAFETY FIRST CAR 
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Will 
Illustrate 
"Preparedness' 


Novel Exhibits, Now Being 


Prepared. 


With the present interest 
that is 
{joint; taken by the people in national 
preparedness, the exhibits of the two 
military branches oE the federal gov- 
ernment on the "Safety First" special, 
which started from Washington Mon- 
day, Jlay 1, on a tour of the country, 
promises to attract much popular at- 
tention. Both the navy 
department 
and the war 
department will have 
cars devoted exclusively to displays 
of apparatus and models of apparatus 
•used by these departments. 
These 
will give the citizens of tho country 
a glimpse of the manner in which'Un- 
cle Sam is prepared to deal 
with 
emergencies that may arise. The navy 
department will show models of the 
great guns that are on the battleships 
and wiH have men from the navy to 
explain their 
workings. 
There 
will 
be a modern machine gun, similar to 
those now being used in the European 
•war, and also a rapid fire Hotchkiss 
£u)n, of a typo formerly used by the 
jxa-yy. A six-pound gun of the latest 
|>*ign used on ships will also be ex- 
hibited. Exact models 
of the 
yre- 
dreadnaught Vermont and the 
cbm- 
merco raider 
Columbia will also 
be 
shown. The latter is an example of 
an obsolete type, the scout cruisers 
now taking their place. 
Perhaps the greatest interest in the 
navy exhibit will he centered in a tor- 
pedo, the type of instrument that has 
caused so much death ar.d destruction 
in the European war. The navy men 
on the car will explain that each tor- 
pedo costs from $4,000 to $S,000 and 
that many of them are used in war- 
fare. Tha navy has obtained from one 
of its submarines a portable wireless 
outfit which win be carried with the 
car and will be in working order at all 
stopping places. Messages will be re- 
ceived and sent daily and the visitors 
will be permitted to witness the sta- 
tion under actual working conditions. 
The war department is preparing nn 
equally interesting exhibit for its car, 
" ut has not yet gone far enough with 
e details to permit a description of 
e apparatus to be carried. 
The weather bureau, department 


of agriculture, is now installing on its 
car a mammoth weather map, which 
each riay will sot forth the prevailing
